ERLIN, Wednesday.—‘‘ There 
can be no question of with- 
drawing German troops from the 
West,” Dr. Goebbels says in Das 
Reich. “ On the contrary, the 
best and most powerful units have 
been transferred there. 

‘The so-called second front, 
which was conceived as an opera- 
tion practically without risk, stands 
to-day as « dark question-mark, full 
of difficult, not to say deadly, 
hazards for the British and Amen- 
can commands; but Stalin, like 
Shylock. insists upon his agreement 
The Axis are not afraid of a second 
front beimg formed; on the con- 
trary, they even wish it. A second 
front cannot endanger Germany’s 
position We do not need to with- 
draw any units from the West: 
neither do we need to transfer any 
there. 

‘For a time the world wil] hear 
the clash of arms and lying agita- 
tion Then slowly but surely our 
war machine will move, and we 
shall see the British marching to 
Berlin, not as conquerers, but as 
prisoners, while the shattered 
— will attempt another Dun- 
irk. 


CORDIAL WELCOME 


“We are only interested in 
whether Britain will start a large- 
scale invasion campaign in earnest 
or will only make an attempt. We, 
therefore, offer the British a cordial 
welcome. We hope they will bring 
some Americans with them. ‘I'he 
German soldiers are looking forwari 
with pleasure to making it clear to 
the Yankees that for them, too, 
Europe is forbidden territory.”’ 

A Wilhelmstrasse spokesman to- 
day said: ‘‘It would be crazy for the 
Allies to attempt an invasion. Our 
militarv leaders have not ignored 
the proximity of the English coast 
to France.’’—(Reuter.)

In yesterday’s Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter Herr Suendermann, Deputy 
Press Chief, admitted the possi- 
bility ot an Allied landing on the 
Continent, but made “no prophecies 
regarding the future.’’—(Reuter.) 


SMALLPOX IN LONDON 


A case of smallpox has been reported 
in the Borough of Westminster, says 
the Press Association. The patient 
was removed a week ago to an 
isolation hospital outside the area 
and no further case has been 
reported. 

Precautions to be taken against 
the danger of the smallpox outbreak 
in Glasgow spreading to Dublin are 
under consideration by Dr. M. 
Russell, Medical Officer of Health 
for Dublin, and Dr. Brady, Acting 
County Medical Officer of Health 
They have undertaken to keep the 
Commissioners for the Dublin Board 
of Assistance informed of the situa- 
tion. Meanwhile the Commissioners 
are continuing their efforts to secure 
the enforcement of the Vaccination 
Acts. 


CHUNGKING, Wednesday. — 
Chinese forces in Kiangsi Province 
have captured strategic heights 
dominating Kweiki, Yingtan and 
Linchwan, says to-night’s Chinese 
war communiqué. From these they 
are now attacking the three towns.— 
(Reuter.) 


GERMANS DON DRIVE 
SLOWING 
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RUSSIANS REINFORCED IN 


BATAISK

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THE pace of Marshal von Bock's advance south of the

SOUTHERN SOVIET ARMY SAFE 


MOSCOW, Wednesday.—Reuter’s 
Correspondent here states :— ‘‘Luatest 
reports from the Don bend battle 
indicate that Timoshenko is now 
beginning to throw in reserves. (er- 
man pressure is being reduced at 
several points. The Germans have 
not been able to cross the Don west 
of Stalingrad. Groups which suc- 
ceeded in getting over have been 
wined out.” 

The Times Stockholm Correspon- 
dent, quoted by the P.A., says:— 
“In spite of the impressive Axis 
advance of the past few weeks, 
Marshal Timoshenko’s «rmies do not 
apjear to be shattered, or even 
highly disordered. Reports from 
Berlin, indeed, admit that the Rus- 
sians in the Rostov” are have 
managed to get the majority of their 
tanks back across the Don—and this 
was the most difficult sector, as their 
forces ha" a relatively congested after 
their retirement from the Donetz 
Basin. This 1s one of the most 
encouraging aspects in the general 
gloom of the great retreat. 

“To-day there has been heavy 
fighting, which is still apparently a 
rearguard action, between Bataisk 
and the most important junction of 
Tikhoretsk. At no other point have 
the Axis forces advanced so far 
across the Don. In the elbow of the 
Don the battle is still raging, with- 
out any positive evidence that the 
Axis troops are yet on the left 
bank, sd cg 


MOSCOW CLAIMS 


The Soviet Fleet has up to date 

sunk 92 German warships, 90 trans- 
ports and tankers and many other 
German ships in the Baltic, Admiral 
Tributz, Commander-in-Chief, Baltic 
Soviet Fleet, broadcast to-day. Baltic 
Fleet Air Arm pilots have brought 
down about 1,000 ’planes, killed over 
20.000 soldiers and destroyed over 
700 of the midget tanks which the 
Germans drop by parachute when 
attacking the rear of naval bases.— 
(Reuter. 
. Moscow Radio claimed that in cne 
sector of the Don front the -iermans 
lost 120 tanks and 2,000 officers and 
men in the last five days. 


GERMAN CLAIMS 

LONDON, Wednesday.—The Ger- 
man News Agency claimed to-night 
that in widening the Rostov bridge- 
head to the south German troops on 
Tuesday “ secured the whole course 
of a river up to its mouth in the Sea 
of Azov. Infantry and motorised 
units negotiated the flat country 
around the Manich River, which had 
been flooded by the blowing up of a 
dam, and penetrated into the Kuban 
territory, while mobile troops 
stormed south of the Manich and 
captured a commanding range of hills. 

‘Pressing on further, German 
forces took two stubbornly defended 
villages and captured countless 
prisoners,” the Agency added. ‘ In 
air attacks against the shipping 
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traffic of the Lower Don, a ship of 
1.500 tons and three large barges 
were sunk and three other barges 
were set on fire. One German 
infantry division was said to have 
encountered ‘‘ desperate resistance ”’ 
in a town on the Lower Don. 
Storming a height in front of the 
town, a forward detachment crossed 
to the outskirts and in the town 
itself enemy nests of resistance 

‘ had to be smoked out with auto- 
matic pistols and hand grenades.”’ 
The town was only cleared after 
long and bitter fighting, in which 
1,400 prisoners were taken, the 
Agency said. —(Reuter.) 

The largest part of Marshal 
Timoshenko’s aircraft reserves, in- 
cluding many new fighters, are 
reported to be massed for the defence 
of Stalingrad, says the Italian News 
Agency. 

NEW YORK, Wednesday.—Radio 
reports picked up here state that a 
German mobile force ig striking 
across the level land south of the 
Don river towards Kushchevskaya, 
45 miles south of Rostov. on the 
main railway through the Caucasus.

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Wednesday.—To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states: “ During 
July 29 our troops fought fierce en- 
gagements with the enemy in the 
area of Voronezh, as well as the 
areas of Tsimlyanskava and Bataisk. 
_ +. . Also south-west of Kletskaya. 
No material changes took place in 
other sectors of the front.”— 
(Reuter.) 


A supplement to the communiqué 
states that a Soviet attack culmi- 
nated in hand-to-hand fighting in 
the Voronezh sector. ‘‘One of our 
units occupied an inhabited locality. 
The Germans lost over 500 killed 
in the streets of this place. In the 
course of the day the Germans at- 
tempted to attack and recapture the 
lost positions, but having lost twa 
tanks and 150 killed they retreated 
hack to their initial positions. 

“In the area south-west of 
Kletskaya (120 a-ucs N.W. of 
Stalingrad) stubborn fighting is tak- 
ing place. The Soviet troops are 
withstanding enemy pressure in 
this sector and giving heavy blows. 
One of our infantry units, in co- 
operation with tanks, routed the 
enemy. The German force broke 
through, but in the subsequent 
fighting lost about 1.000 officers 
and men, 19 tanks, 45 lorrigs and 
60 motor cycles.’’—(Reuter.) 

“In the Bataisk area heavy 
fighting continued with the advanc- 
ing German troops. With the 
assistance of tanks and aircraft, in 
one days fighting about 2,000 
officers and men were killed, and 28 
tanks and 15 guns of the enemy 
were destroyed.’’—(Reuter.) 


DUTCH COAST FIGHT 
GERMAN SHIP SUNK 


After a sharp engagement with 
E-boats off the Dutch coast shortly 
after midnight on Tuesday, during 
which one German craft was fired 
and seriously damaged, British light 
naval forces pursued them and found 
they were acting as decoy to a 
supply ship, accompanied by two 
armed trawlers. 

“Making full use of all weapons,” 
says an Admiralty communiqué Jast 
night, “‘our forces attacked, sinking 
the supply ship, seriously firing one 
trawler, and inflicting considerable 
damage upon other German units

Showers of incendiary bombs, 
interspersed with a few high-explo- 
sives, were dropped on the West 
Midlands during a short, sharp raid 
in the early hours of this morning, 
states a later Press Association 
message. 

Damage was mainly to residential 
property, though among other build- 
ings affected were a hospital, which 
had been evacuated; a bakery and 
a food warehouse, The raid was 
scattered, incendiary bombs being 
dropped in three towns. The raiders 
were met with a barrage of anti- 
aircraft fire, which was more intense 
than which the people of the West 
Midlands were accustomed at the 
height of the heavy raids. Home 
Guard gunners were in evidence for 
the second time in the Midlands, and 
night fighters were in operation. 

The “ raiders passed ” signal was 
sounded in London some time later. 
One raider dropped high explosives 
in a district in another West Mid- 
lands area. - The bombing in the 
Greater London area was slight. 

.A German bomber was brought 
down. Only one of “the bomber’s 
crew survived, and he was seriously 
injured. 

Five people were killed and a 
number injured in an East Anglian 
town during Tuesday night’s raids. 


AIR CHIEF'S BROADCAST 


Air-Marshal Sir Arthur Harris, 
Chief of the R.A.F. Bomber Com- 
mand, in a broadcast to Germans on 
Tuesday night, said:—‘‘ We are 
going to scourge the Third Reich 
from end to end.

EXCHANGES IN 
‘COMMONS 
DIVIDED LABOUR VOTE 


EATED exchanges in the 
House of Commons between 
Mr. Bevin, Minister of Labour, 
and Mr. Shinwell (Labour, Sea- 
ham) marked the close of yester- 
day’s debate on the Government 's 
proposals for pensions increases. 
Several members described the 
proposals as mean, and one 
labelled the Government a ‘‘ Half 
Dollar Government.’’ The Govern- 
ment motion was carried without a 
division after a Labour amendment 
had been rejected by 223 votes to 
63. 

Mr. Bevin was frequently inter- 
rupted in his reply, and when Mr. 
Shinwell interposed with a remark 
about cheering Mr. Bevin retorted: 
“ I hope you will cheer, too, if you 
have any humanity in you, Shinwell.”’ 

There were amusing scenes when 
members wishing to demand that the 
debate should continue placed hand- 
kerchiefs and order papers nr their 
heads—their heads must be covered 
on such oceasions—but heir pleas 
were in vain, 

E. P. Stacpoole, P.A. Lobby Cor- 
respondent, writes tLat at the end of 
a fiery debate the Government 
carried the day, but this was followed 
by shouts of “ Resign,’ *‘ Give up 
the job,” “ What about the political 
truce?’’ and some commotion from 
those wno demanded much more 
liberal treatment of pensioners.

MOTOR VEHICLES— 
NEW ORDER 


Powers designed, to 
Defence Forces to acquire additi 
transport, if necessary, in a time o 
crisis are taken under a new Order 
which has been made by the Minister 
for Defence. 


The Order enables certain officers i 3 
of the Defence Forces or the Local | 


Defence Force to enter premises to 
inspect mechanically propelled 
vehicles—motor cars or lorries—and 
to affix to the vehicles a distinguish- 
ing mark which must not be removed 
or defaced without the authority of 
an officer.

ELECTRICITY FOR 
IRISH FARMS 


E.S.B. PREPARING 
REPORT

DETAILED report on the 
practicability in the post- 
war period of extending the supply 
of electricity to the farming com- 
munity in the twenty-six counties 
is being completed by the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board, and is 
expected to be in the hands of the 
Government shortly. 


QUESTION OF COST 


The report, which has been pre- 
pared at the request of the Govern- 
ment, 1s the result of a special study 
of the problem by the Electricny 
Supply board, and it includes plans 
and estimates for typical farming 
areas. — From the engineering vicw- 
point the extension of “electricity 
service to Irish farms is quite a 
feasible undertaking, given adequate 
supplies and taterials, but the 
eventual costs would, im the light of 
agricultural economy, uc almost pro- 
hibrtive. 

The Governments interest in the 
report obviously 1s concerned wia 
the formation of a post-war poliy 
on a national scale im rélation, at 
least, to this particular matter, and 
it is probable that the costings, 
which are dealt with exhaustively 
in the Board s statement, will indi- 
cate the need for a large measure of 
State encouragement and financial 
help, or, alternatively, the adoption 
of a scheme of national electrificatiou 
to the support of which the cities 
would contribute a share. On the 
results ot the investigations it is 
evident that the farming community 
would not find it economic to have 
electricity, even for lighting alone, 
at the cost which the system of 


supply to scattered farms would 
involve. 


EXPERT’S VIEW 
An authority on the subject, com- 


menting on published statistics, indi- 
comparatively small 


against countries in Northern Europe, 
said that, apart from enabling 
subsidisation ot agriculture in Hol- 
land, Denmark and Sweden, the 
uumber of consumers on a route mile 
of system in Holland, for instance, 1s 
must greater that®that which might 
be linked up in this country. 
Statistics were likely to be mis- 
leading to some extent because of 
the fact that—again in Holland— 
farmers invariably resided in the 
nearest villages, the supply to which 
was included under the head of rural 
electrification. 

Any scheme for the extension of 
the supply of current would have 
light as its first objective. The 
question of utilising electricity for 
dairying purposes would not arise 
till a later stage, he said, and even 
with complete electrification in the 
sense of developing the network to 
its fullest extent, the use of electri- 
cally-driven machinery on the farms 
would be very infrequent.

At the. moment the Electricity 
Supply Board is catering for the 
limit In consumption, and apart 
from taking over some of the burden 
of the Dublin “tas Co., such as the 
demands ot Wublin hospitals for 
operational purposes, is not accept- 
ing new consumers. According to 
statistics Eire, with 1 per cent. of 
its farms electrified, is a long way 
behind several European countries.
